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HIGHLIGHTS: Unseasonably cool weather blanketed the 
northwestern half of the. Nation, averaging more than 
15° below seasonal in parts of Wyoming. In contrast, 
warm conditions covered the East, South, and southern 
Plains, breaking records over south Texas. Rains were 
widespread from the central Plateau, eastward into the 
south to the Great Lakes. Particularily beneficial 
Showers fell over major wheatlands of Texas and Ok- 
Lahoma. Early autumn rains dotted northern and coast- 
al California, causing a scare to the rain-sensitive 
rasin-drying central area. 


SUNDAY .The remnants of a tropical storm in the 
lower Mississippi Valley dropped heavy rain in the 
upper part of the Delta and through Kentucky. Show- 
ers and thunderstorms were scattered throughout the 
Southeast and the southern Plains but were more wide- 
spread in the central Plains and the upper Mississ- 
ippi Valley. Lighter showers fell from the Pacific 
Northwest to the central Rockies. Warm temperatures 
prevailed over most of the East. 


MONDAY -Tropical air continued to trigger thunder- 
storms and heavy rain over Kentucky and moved into 
western Virginia and West Virginia. Showers and 
thunderstorms were heavy in the central Plains, and 
rain fell in some of the very dry parts of Oklahoma 
and Texas. Thunderstorms were scattered from the 
Southeast through the Great Lakes region, the south- 
ern Plains, and the northern and central Rockies. 
Much cooler weather moved over the Northwest and 
northern Plains and began to cover the western por- 
tion of the Corn Belt. 


TUESDAY . . .Thunderstorms produced heavy rainshowers 
in the central Plains. The heaviest activity was from 


northeastern to southeastern Oklahoma and into Texas. 
Scattered showers and thunderstorms continued over

most of the East, but only a few light showers fell 
over the east coast. Rainshowers were scattered over 
the central Rockies and Plateau, with snow in the 
higher elevations. Freezing temperatures covered 

a large portion of the northern Rockies, and cool 
weather pushed further into the Plains and north- 

ern Mississippi Valley. 


WEDNESDAY . .Early-morning temperatures were below 
freezing through most of North Dakota and a large 
part of the northern Rockies. Early seasonal showers 
reached into much of California and extended across 
northern Nevada into Idaho and Utah. Showers and 
thunderstorms were scattered through the southern 
Plains but were most concentrated from southeastern 
Texas to southwestern Oklahoma. Scattered showers 
fell over the Mississippi River Valley and most of 
the States to the East. 


THURSDAY . . .Unseasonably cool weather covered most 
of the Nation behind a cold front that reached from 
the Atlantic into North Carolina, through Georgia to 
Alabama, and westward into Texas. Showers and thun- 
derstorms were heavy along and ahead of the front, 
and severe weather developed in eastern Texas. Scat- 
tered showers and thunderstorms covered the Southwest 
and extended into the High Plains of Kansas. 


FRIDAY . . .Widespread rains developed along a second- 
ary cold front from the central Plains to the Great 
Lakes. Severe weather plagued the middle Mississ- 
ippi Valley with heavy rain and strong winds, and a 
tornado touched down in central Illinois. An early 
autumn upper disturbance along the Pacific coast 
triggered showers over western parts of Oregon and 
California and temporarily pushed unseasonably warm

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State Summaries of Weather and Agriculture 


These summaries provide brief descriptions of crop and weather conditions important on a 


national scale. 


More detailed data are available in Weather and Crop Bulletins published each 


Monday by SRS State Offices in cooperation with the National Weather Service. 


ALABAMA: Temperatures averaged 5° above normal 
with varied rainfall. 

Soil moisture ranged from short central to ade- 
quate north and south. Fieldwork: 5.3 days. 
Peanuts: Dug 36%, 28% 1981, 26% average; combined 
24%, 19% 1981, 17% average. Corn harvested 75%, 
75% 1981, 54% average. Soybeans: Leaves turning 
yellow 44%, 40% 1981, 45% average; dropping leaves 
19%, 19% 1981. Cotton: Bolls open 66%, 62% 1981, 
45% average; harvested 2%, 4% 1981. Sorghum har- 
vested 46%, 31% 1981. Conditions: Corn, cotton, 
peanuts, sorghum, livestock good; soybeans, pas- 
tures fair to good. 


ALASKA: Rainy and warmer weather across interior 
valleys. Temperatures were generally 5 to 7° and 
10 to 14° warmer than normal during the day and 
night respectively. Precipitation was light across 
northern valleys with heavier amounts from 1.00 to 
2.00 in. in southern valleys reported. Seasonal 
rainfall totals remain generally 1.00 in. or less 
wetter than normal. 

Strong gusty winds throughout Railbelt caused 
light to severe damage to crops and buildings. 
Fieldwork varied from very little in Matanuska 
Valley where it continued to rain every day to 
over three days in the Tanana Valley which allowed 
farmers a chance to harvest grain, bale hay and 
straw and dig potatoes. Barley combining progres- 
sed to 30% complete, doubling previous week and 
compares with third of harvest completed a year 
ago. Moisture content harvested grain ranges 17 
to 25%. Warm days and sunshine needed in most 
areas to finish out crop development. Potato 
digging made good progress. Soil moisture supplies 
mostly adequate in Tanana Valley, mostly surplus 
elsewhere. 


ARIZONA: Partly cloudy, cool weather dominated 
pattern past week. Precipitation confined to east- 
ern two-thirds of the State at beginning of the 


week, again the end of week. Amounts mostly under 
0.20 in. Average temperatures 3 to 7° below nor- 
mal. 


Open bolls present 70% cotton acreage planted, 
behind last year's 85%, average 79%. Defoliation, 
first picking early planted cotton underway Yuma 
County. Harvest 1% complete, last year 6%, aver- 
age 4%. Growers increased insect controls, white- 
flies, pink bollworm, boll weevils. Boll rot con- 
tinued problem most cotton fields, percent humid- 
ity contributing to problem. Some rain, slight 
hail damage to cotton, Pima County. Sorghum crop 
turning color Mohave, Santa Cruz counties, devel- 
oping well other parts State. Harvest corn for 
srain approached peak Santa Cruz County, made 
normal progress other southeastern counties. 
ing alfalfa seasonally active, insect controls 
being applied Yuma County. Rains slowed vegetable 
activities, caused problems. Some lettuce lost 
Pima County area due to rain damage. Elsewhere 
lettuce made good progress. Cooler weather favor- 
able to lettuce, cauliflower germination. Planting 
activities continued fall vegetables such as spin- 
ach, turnip greens, broccoli, other mixed vegeta- 
bles. Replanting occurred some fall vegetables 
Yuma area because inadequate stands. Fall melons 
made seasonal progress Yuma, Mohave counties al- 
though some whitefly problems still existed Mohave 
County. Apple, watermelon harvest active south- 
eastern areas. Pumpkin harvest expected begin 
this week.

CALIFORNIA: A cold winter-like storm moved over 
the northern half of the State. Late in the week 
it tapped moisture from the tropical Pacific Ocean 
that had been sprinkling the South Coast. Rain 
Showers, and thunderstorms with hail, developed 
over the north State. Heavy rains deluged local 
areas. At the Sierra crest snow covered both major 
highways briefly. Temperatures were much below 
normal except for a few South Coast localities. 
The southeast Desert interior was the coolest area 
and reported no temperatures 100° or warmer. 
Harvest delayed by rain some areas. Broccoli 
harvest moderate. Brussles sprouts harvest start- 
ed. Cantaloups slowing seasonally. Carrots 
moderate supply. Cauliflower harvest fairly heavy, 
heavy diversion to processors. Harvest celery, 
lettuce moderate Central Coast. Light digging 
fall potatoes Tulelake. Sweetpotato harvest slow. 
Processing tomato harvest delayed by rain. In- 
creased losses from mold, splitting. Need cool, 
dry weather to avoid heavy losses Sacramento, 
northern San Joaquin Valleys. Harvest 75% complete. 
Scattered rains and cooler temperatures slowed de- 
velopment. Rice harvest underway. Cotton maturity 
variable - 50% open.

Thompson table grape harvest near completion; Em- 
perors beginning. Cling peach harvest complete. 
Freestone peach, nectarine, plum, prune harvests 
near completion. Desert lemons picked--small 


size, good quality. Almond harvest active. Feed 
remain good. Cattle moved winter ranges. Live- 
stock good condition. Calving underway. Water 


supplies adequate. 


COLORADO: Widespread rain on 13th. and 14th. 
Around 4.00 in. precipitation in Loveland area, 
with 0.50 to 1.50 in. rain common over much of the 
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State. Lighter precipitation remainder of week. 
Precipitation averaged from 1.00 in. in San Luis 
Valley and eastern Colorado to 1.50 in. at higher 
elevations. Temperatures cooler than normal over 
entire State; 2 to 5° below normal southern areas, 
5 to 8° below normal northern half of State. 

Rain once again delayed grain and hay harvest. 
Row crop prospects good. Winter wheat: 44% seed- 
ed, 22% emerged; last year, 40% seeded, 13% emer- 
ged; average 65% seeded, 28% emerged. Dry beans: 
Suffer from vine rot, 52% cut, 25% threshed; .last 
year 54% cut and 21% threshed. Corn a little 
late; 92% in dough, 64% dented, 13% mature, in 
1981 90% in dough, 66% dented, and 19% mature, 
average 22% mature. Corn silage 32% harvested. 
Sorghum 63% turning, 11% mature, last year 61% 
turning, 13% mature. Alfalfa second cutting 89% 
complete, third cutting 52%. Top:’and subsoil 
moisture adequate to surplus. Two and one-half 
days suitable for fieldwork. Livestock in good 
condition. 


FLORIDA: For the most part conditions were a lit- 
tle drier, slightly warmer than normal for late 
summer. Rainfall generally 0.50 in. or less in 


widely scattered, mainly afternoon, evening thun- 
dershowers with only isolated heavier amounts. 
Temperatures averaged about 2° above normal. 

Soil moisture mostly adequate, a few wet spots, 
Panhandle, some scattered dry spots, Peninsula. 
Peanut harvest active but delayed by rain some 
areas. lLeafspot, nematodes a serious problem, 
Soybeans fair condition, dry weather late August 
caused plants to drop blooms, hurting yield pros- 
pects. Cotton good condition, maturing. Tobacco 
marketing about complete. Sugarcane good to ex- 
cellent condition, cutting cane for seed increas- 
ing. Soil moisture mostly adequate to sur- 
plus. Pasture condition mostly good to excellent 
with a few areas poor to fair. Cattle good con- 
dition. Citrus groves excellent condition. Mois- 
ture generally adequate with a little irrigation. 
The 1982-83 harvest of early fresh fruit continues 
to increase. Clear to partly cloudy skies, hot 
days, warm nights prevailed in vegetable areas.

Irrigation underway in drier locations. Land pre- 
paration continues active. Laying plastic for 
October planting of strawberries underway in Hills- 
borough-Manatee area.

Potato 
plantings underway in Pompano area. Condition 
generally good to very good. Light harvest of 
Squash underway.

IDAHO: A cool, fall-like week prevailed over the 
State with temperatures well below normal and 
precipitation above normal in the north and south- 
east. Temperatures ranged from 4 to 10° below 
normal. High temperature was at Lewiston with 

85° while the low was 19° at Elk City. Precipi- 
tation amounts varied with the heavies amounts 
recorded in southeast. Malta received 1.09 in. 
and Malad 0.80. To the north, Grangeville totaled 
0.52 and Moscow 0.48. 

Once again rain and cool weather plagued field- 
work and harvest in most areas. Small grain har- 
vest complete except in east, one of the major 
growing areas. Overall, spring wheat was 90% 
harvested, 99% last year, 87% average. Barley 
was 83% harvested, 100% last year, 90% average.

Above-average rainfall during August in 
extreme northern crop areas tended to delay 
maturity which, in turn, made the crop more 
vulnerable to frost damage during an outbreak of 
unseasonably cold air in late August. The quality 
of harvested wheat, rapeseed, and other crops in 
northern and eastern areas has been highly 
variable depending on the stage of maturity at the 
time of the early-season August frost. Yields and 
quality have been rated mostly good in southern 
and western crop areas where late-season weather 
has been more favorable. In Saskatchewan, which 
produces over 60 percent of Canada's spring wheat 
crop, the wheat is over 90 percent swathed and 
over 60 percent combined. 
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SOUTH AMERICA: A storm system brought beneficial 
moisture to the wheat areas of Argentina but 
produced excessive rainfall again in crop areas of 
southern Brazil. In Argentina, generally mild 
weather in the wheat areas since late August has 
promoted vegetative growth; thus, recent showers 
have been timely to meet increasing crop moisture 
demands. August rainfall was generally below 
average, but crop demands were also minimal during 
the semidormant period. In Brazil, heavy rain 
fell again during the week in Rio Grande do Sul 
where well-above-average August rainfall and 
higher than average monthly temperatures caused 
excessive weed growth, soil erosion, and fungus 
disease in the wheat area. Wheat should be 
approaching the heading stage in the south while 
advancing toward maturity with favorably drier 
conditions in Parana. Dry weather favors’ the 
orange harvest in Sao Paulo but may. .delay 
flowering of the coffee trees. 
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MEXICO: Drier than usual weather over the 
principal production areas during August and first 
half of September adversely affected agriculture.
